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AIR TRAGEDY 3 
CAUSE SOUGHT 


5 Federal Agents Sifting 
Crash Facts; Bodies Of 
All Victims Identified

EVANSTON, Wryo., (lP}—Federal in- 
vestigators waded through the snows 
of a mountain peak today collecting 
bits of wreckage from the United Air- 
lines’ transcontinental plane ‘Main- 
liner’ which crashed Sunday night, 
killing 19 persons in the nation’s 
worst commercial airplane disaster. 


The company announced that re- 
mains of the wreckage would be burned 
today after federal and airline offi- 
cials have salvaged vital instruments 
aboard the transport. 


The officials were principally inter- 
ested in one instrument used on all 
United planes—a recording barograph. 
If found reasonably intact it will in- 
dicate up and down movements of the 
plane throughout its flight. 

The scene, 10,000 feet up in the Uin- 
ta Mountains of northeastern Utah, | 
furnished only slight hope that the 
investigators ever would learn what 
happened to cause the crash. 


Five agents of the Department of 
Air Commerce were in charge of the 
investigation. They were assisted by 
United Airlines representatives who 
were concerned vitally with the cause 
of the company’s third disaster in the 
west during the past year. 


The 19 bodies were carried away on 
litters. They were wrapped in oilcloth, 
tied to boards and then fastened by 
ropes to pack horses. Five miles away 
they were placcd in trucks which could 
not be negotiated any further up the 
slippery mountain trail. The bodies ar- 
rived in Evanston last night and were 
placed in a mortuary. All outsiders, in-

REPORT MADE | 


$55,923.89 Expended During 
Fiscal Year To Maintain 
Routes; State Money Aids 


The annual report of the Board of 
Supervisors of El] Dorado County to the 
State Department of Public Works at 
Sacramento, showing the transactions 
of the County 
from the the State Motor Vehicle 
Fund and the Moter Vehicle Fucl 
Fund for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1937, has been received and ap- 
proved, according to word from Julien 
D. Roussel, secretary of the Califor- 
nia Highway commission. 

The report showed that the County 
received $63,131.83 from the Funds in- 
dicated above and that expenditures 
of $69,197.87 were made during the fis- 
cal year. A balance of $4,986.13 was re- 
ported as on hand at the end of the 
period. Expenditures for the purchase 
of equipment totaled $13,273.98. 

The county had a balance on hand 
at the start of the year of approxi- 
mately $8,000.00. This county also lev- 
ied a road tax of $27,303.48, in addi- 
tion to funds received from the state. 
A well-prepared report submitted by 
County Clerk Koletzke shows that $55,- 
923.89 was expended for road main- 
tenance and $13,273.98 for road equip- 
ment. No new roads were added to the 
county system during the year.

| WASHINGTON, (i) — Former Gov. 
Alf M. Landon, abandoning the strae- 
egy of letting Democrats fight among 
themselves, led Republicans today in 
a long delayed -offensive against the 
New Deal. 


Convinced that the Roosevelt hurri- 
canes of 1932 and 1936 have blown 
themselves out, Landon opened a came 
paign in his radio address last night 
for Congress to overhall the New Deal 
program. Charged President Roosevelt 
with personal responsibility for a lag 
in “social progress.” ’ 

Landon was ready last winter to 
challenge the New Deal on Mr. Roose- 
velt’s judiciary re-organization bill, 
but congressional advisers persuaded 
him then to discard a speech attack- 
ing the court ‘proposals. They wanted 
Democrats to lead the court fight. Last 
night’s address to 17,000,000 Republi- 
can voters who supported him in the 
1936 presidential election was Landon’s
